PUTS KING IN POLITICS 


New York World

LoN DON, Jan. 1—What the Brit- 
ish Labor party will do to retain power 
after it takes over the British méve 
ment in the near future is one of the 
most debated questions of the day. An 
authoritative answer to it has been 
provided by J. Ramsay McDonald,’ who 
is scheduled to be the Labor premier. 
In his remarkable statement Mr. 
Donald challenges rule by a few 
litical leaders and announces that his 
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partys aim will be to restore the in- 
dividual liberty of members of the 
house of commons. 

The article will cause a politica] sen- 
sation of the first magnitude, for it is 
@ constitutional pronouncement from 
Labor’s coming premier of unprece- 
dented importance. 

Mr. McDonald is the first. British 
chief of goverhiment in a century— 
unless this article robs him of the pre- 
miership—to drag the throne openly 
into the political arena, which he does 
by telling King George politely but 
unmistakably that the monarch will 
not be allowed to determine, whether 
or not to dissolve parllament. Mr. Mc- 
Donald's article is the answer to Her- 
bert Asquith's speech a fortnight ago 
in which the Liberal leader ‘hinted to 
his followers he would take office after 
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Emmert, who is a divorcée 
operator, had gone, with 
her mother, to celebrate the arrival of
